THE COAST PATROL. 


While people living inland think less about affairs, on the 


water than those of the coast towns, there must yet be gen- 
eral interest in the work done during the winter by the rev- 
enue cutters that patrolled the eastern coasl to aid vessels 
in trouble. 'The past winter, as all know, was one of-excep- 
tional-severity,-especially the months of January and Feb- 
ruary and, if there was any difference,-the conditions were 
even more trying on the sea than on the land. '1 his meant 
hard and dangerous work for the cutters that patrolled the 
coast like a police force, hurrying to the assistance of all sorts 
of sailing craft that had been worsted by the storms of the 
most iboisterous winter of recent years. 


But the cutters did their work, well, as is shown by the 


report of the captain of the Gresham, which practically suf- 
fices for the others, for the work of all was along precisely 
the same lines differing only in the matter of individual ex- 
periences. 
In this work the wireless service played a con- 


spicuous part, distressed vessels sending out-their calls for aic 
by that means, and the responses in every case 
were 
at 


prompt as possible. Many lives and much' properly were res- 
cued from perilous situations and undoubtedly saved fron 
loss. An additional duty of Ihe cutters wfts the removal 01 
wreckage from the pathway of vessels. 


The Gresham alone cruised more than Suoo miles, board 


ed 3071 domestic and five foreign vessels and lent valuabli 
assistance to four vessels valued- at $389,000, and 
carrying 


cargoes'worth £160,500, all of which might have been los 
but for the timely arrival and help afforded by the cutter ;uv 
her hardy crew. 


And such is substantially the story of all the cutters i 


the service. 
They were ever on the alert and ready lo re 


spend in all haste to calls for aid. Thai the work done b 
them was of great value is known; what the losses of life an 
property would have been in the absence of such assislanc 
cannot be known, but it is safe lo assume (hat they woiil 
have been very large.
